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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant states "Claim 28 further defines the invention by claiming an embodiment where at least some of the 
extending nanotubes of the first element and/or at least some the the extending nanotubes of the second element are 'functionalized to a 
non-linear shape'," (remarks, page 9, lines 16-19). Comparing applicant's comment with the claim language shows that the comment 
specifically utilizes a definite article to refer to "the" extending nanotubes of the first element and "the" extending nanotubes of the second 
element, while the claim language does not specifically refer to "the" extending nanotubes of the first elment or the "the" extending 
nanotubes of the second element. While applicant's comments are consistent with the basis upon which the final rejection was made, 
applicant has not provided a claim construction consistent with the remarks. The claim construction should be made consistent with the 
remarks without using "and/or", which would be considered indefinite. As to claim 49, applicant's proposal would make it depend from 
claim 44 and that "the extending nanotubes comprise loops". Claim 44 indicates "at least some of which comprise nanotubes selected 
from the group consisting of a) hooks, and b) spirals". Claim 49 makes it unclear whether some of the nanotubes are still from the group 
consisting of a) hooks and b) spirals, or if they can all be loops and somehow contradict the subject matter of claim 44. This is a new 
issue as only some of the extending nanotubes can comprise loops and be consistent with the construction of claim 44. 
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
